The Office has required the Applicant to elect a species 
for variables X and n in the compound of the invention. 

The Applicants hereby elect, with traverse, the species 
where X = -NR1R2/ n is 1, and Ri and R2 are both hydrogen. 

It is submitted that claims 1-20 read on the elected 
species . 

Applicants respectfully traverse the election requirement 
on the grounds that the Office has not shown even a prima 
facie case that a serious burden would be placed on the 

Examiner if the recited species were to be examined tog^iyier 
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Accordingly, since it has not been shown by the Office 
that a serious burden would be placed on the Examiner if the 
recited species were initially to be examined together. 
Applicants submit that requirement for election of species 
cannot be properly maintained. The election requirement is 
clearly improper, and it should be withdrawn.
